OF ROADS 
INCREASED 


Laber Board Rise for Rail 


for Public Group 


CHICAGO, Oct. 14.-—-The wage 
bill ef the nation’s reflroads was 
increased an estimated $22,125,000 
by a decision of the United States 
Railroad Labor Board today, grant- 
ing increased pay of 2 cents an 
hour to more than 450,000 main- 
tenance-of-way employees.

The steamship company yester- 
day placed an order with a de- 
ent store for these supplies. 
It consists of three or four dozen 
suits of underwear for men, wom- 
en and children, shirts for men, 
handkerchiefs, stockings and 
socks, toothbrushes, tooth paste, 
combs, etc. 

The company also bought a sup- 
ply of paper shopping bags, which 
the passengers can use to carry 
their solled linen. Those of the 
passengers that live here may have 
clothing in their homes or be able 
to get it from neighbors, but those 
that are transient and must stop 
at hotels would have little chance 
of getting anything before tomor- 
row morning. The company also 
will distribute cigars and cigar- 
ettes,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—Mar 
velous tnerease in the growth of 
ocean-borne commerce through the 
port of Los Angeles was disclosed 


to officials of the Shipping Board 
and other government officials to- 
day by Walter 8. Wheaton. vice- 
president of the General Steam- 
ship agency of Lo Angeles and 
prominent in the foreign 
development of the Chamber of 
Commerce. After conferences 
With shipping experts in New York 
and Philadelphia Mr. Wheaton 
surprised Washington with the 
positive statement that in the 
volume of westbound coastwise 
business for the past few months 
Los Angeles has received 60 per 
cent of all the tonnage handled 
and the other 40 per cent has been 
distributed between Seattle. Port- 
land and San Francisco. He also 
made an impression when he stated 
that recently seventeen foreign 
ships in and out visited Los An- 
geles Harbor within the twenty- 
four-hour period. 

When he gave to the statistical 
department some of the figures 
showing the great construction and 
bullding program of Los Angeles 
and the Southwest he created more 
or less astonishment in the volume 
of such work and the long period 
of sustained activity.

FIRESTEN INSULTED 
A technical point concerning the 
relations and duties of the city’s 
firemen and policemen is troubling 
the municipal authorities in Osaka.

In 
the meantime some mere civilian 
had turned in the fire alarm and 
soon the fire engines came rolling 
up to the scene. Imagine their 
disgust upon observing the actions 
of the policemen who were busy 
killing the blaze! 
“Go along home,” is the sub- 
stance of the advice offered the 
firemen by the busy police, and 
virtually the same advice was given 
the police by the Insulted firemen. 
The fire kept burning while a dis- 
pute was carried to its logical con- 
clusion—and the firemen returned 
to their stations without raising a 
hand against the fire which the 
police extinguished. 
Now the official fire-fighters, so 
constituted by the law of the land 
and the city of Osaka, are de- 
manding a public apology from the 
police and the altercation has as- 
sumed the proportions of an of- 
ficial incident.

The red man’s nomenciature 
was simple and spontaneous, 
having sprung from legends or 
mental impressions. When poor 
Lo Beheld what is known to his 
white successors as North peak 
he called it E-yee (the nest) be- 
cause it was the retreat of wild 
animals which persistently eluded 
pursuit on its rugged slopes, dis- 

appearing as if by magic. 

STRONG PEAK 
Middle peak, now commonly in- 
cluded in the Cuyamaca_ group, 
struck him as being tough and 


strong, hence the Indian name 
descriptive of its physical attri- 
Lutes, “‘Hal-Koo-Kwish.” . 


Cuyamaca peak itself, from 
which the group took its modern 
name, Cuyamaca, looked 80 
grotesque to him that he gave it 
a name which in his language 
must have described adequately 
the shock to his sense of symme- 
try, for he called it Poo-Koo- 
Squwee, meaning “crooked neck.” 


PEAK FAMILY QUARRELED 


According to legend the moun- 
tain now known as Corta Medera 
or Hilshkie (pine tree) formerly 
was a member of the Cuyamaca 
family, dwelling in amity with fits 
kinsmen. But through jealousies 
of remote origin the peak family 
became involved in a violent quar- 
ret and in the battle that ensued

The initials are of three 
words: “Rossum's Universal Ro- 
bots,” end Robot“ means a 
“hand” in the sense of a worker. 

The Robots are not, however, 
on the face of it, human workers; 
they are manufactured automata 
so skillfully made that they can 
do everything man can do except 
feel. They respond to suggestion; 
they obey orders; they are pas- 
sionless, cheap. And they are 
made by the millions at the rate 
of $160 each fully clothed. 

They are used for all purposes 
up to sub-managerial posts; of 
course they do all the manual 
work of the world. (The time is 
the future.) 

The play opens when the daugh- 
ter of the president of the Robot 
Manufacturing Company comes 
down to the works with an up- 
lift idea, to alleviate what she 


‘| considers their terrible lot. It is 


made clear to her that they do not 
suffer. In fact the chief experi- 
menter at the works is at that 
moment thinking how he can in- 
troduce pain into their make-up. 
as the Robots have asilly habit of 
breaking off fingers or ing 
heads because they have no pala 
to warn them against these fol- 
lies. (At the end of twenty years 
a Robot is worn out and is thrown 
in the stamping mill and pulver- 
ized.) 

Instead of reforming the life of 

the Robot, the girl marries the 
manager of the factory, and ten 
years later we see them under the 
‘shadow of a great revolt of the 
Robots. For unhappy things have 
taken place. 
First. the production is so high 
that the Robots outnumber the 
humans; second, outraged nature 
has ceased to produce human be- 
ings. One sin the paper “for 
the second time there have been no 
births reported“ —the Robot is sup- 
planting man. And secret ri- 
ments have produced a few hun- 
dred Robots of such high caliber 
really are superior to 
men-—more intelligent in every 
way, stronger, and endowed with 
the rudiments of feeling. 


A FRANKENSTEIN 


In the house of the manager 
one of t Radius, rebels and 
deciares that he will have no mas- 
ter—even more, he will command 
men. Terrified by the satastropne 
over her, the woman burns the 
formula by which the Robots are 
made—that is, the essential! little 
thing which is known to no one, 
and is so complicated that each 
time it is used it must be taken 
fro mthe nal sheet written by 
old Rossum himself. 

Then the revolution does break 
out, and we learn that the island 
on which the play takes place is 
the last stronghold of humanity— 
@Gisewhere the Robota have not 
only conquered, but destroyed. And 
at thi ond of that act all human- 
ity is vanished, for the Robots 
come—come dashing into the place 
with weapons, since long ago the 
governments of the world have 
employed Robots as soldiers, and 
even the rules of The Hague have 
inetructed them in the gentle art 
of killing human beings. 

One @uman being is spared. He 
is Alauist, a builder, and the 
Robots feel that he is almost one 
of them, for he works with his 
| handa, He has foreseen most of 
what has happened; he alone re- 
members that it is good for man 
to work. And in the last act we 
see him, the lest man on earth, 
trying vainty to discover the se- 
cret by which Robots are made. 

For he knows that there can nev- 
er be humanity again, and wants 
that at least Robots shall be manu- 
factured in order that some sort 
of life may continue on earth. 

The Robots come to him and de- 
mand the lost secret; they offer 
themselves up to be vivisected— 
and terrible cries issue from the 
laboratory as the bungling Alquist 
tries it. Helpless and exhausted, 
he falls asleep. And is awakened 
by a sound he has not heard in 
years—laughter! 


LOVE AT LAST 


For the last Robots made by 
the experimenter were of the finest 
grain, and two of them, Helena 
and Nimus, are playing together. 

Very gradually we note their 
differences from the others; they 
have curiosity about things: they 
geem to care for beautiful things: 
they are not merely workers. Hel- 
ena is stirred by longings: that 
she is unconscious of differing in 
sex from Primus we gather by so 
naive an action as her putting the 
rose from her hair into mat of 
Primus. 

It is this that calls forth her 
laughter and Alquist wakes, real- 
izing that something of hope has 
returned, for heretofore no Robot 
has laughed. And he tests the 
two. He declares that he will take 
one of them to the dissecting 


room. The man first tries to pre- 


vent hig taking the girl, then of- 
fers himself. The girl refuses to 
let the man go. 

All the emotions seem to swell 
up until the two Robots realize 
that they cannot live without each 
other. And Alquist, understand 
ing that nature reasseris herself 
in spite of what man has done, 
understands also these two will re- 
produce themselves and that he 
has found the secret, not in a 
chemical formula, but in a bio- 
logical one.

SHOCK DRAMA

Real Location Possible on 
Screen Through Cameras 
Magie Eye 


John Barrymore has said that 
one of the greatest attributes of the 
motion picture is that it has the 
world for its stage. So, when an 
actor on the screen is creating the 
impression that he is dashing from 
Paris to Calais he doesn’t rush into 
the stage and shout hoarsely, give 
me a big drink of lemonade with 
a lot of ice in it; I've just come 
from Paris and I'm racing 
I ta get there by -mid- 
night or all is. lost.” 

e doesn't do anything like that. 
He starts, chances are, from the 
real Paris along the real Paris- 


Calais road, and he rides a mighty | 
hard ride along different pictur- | 


eaque portions of it, till he rides his 
last few feet in old Calais itself. 
The spectator gets the real atmos- 
phere. No scenery, even of the best 
hand-painted variety, is needed.

Barrymore made the statement 
mentioned above shortly after fin- 
ishing his latest screen success 
Sherlock Holmes.“ which opens at 
the California Theater today. How- 
ever that may be, the fact remains,

When you %% riock” stand- 
ing on London Bridge with the

The com- 
pany made a special trip to Switzer- 
land and there the required scenes 
were photographed. 

A deal has been written about 
the fact that the cast in this bio- 
ture is most unusual because of the 
number of stars of stage and screen 
who were rallied to the support of 
Mr. Barrymore. Critics have .re- 
ferred to the picture as “top-heavy 
With talent.“ To have the best 
actors available for various parts,

Famous Author Says We Are in a 
Cycle of Wars Which Must Run 
Course; Other Predictions

Francis Grierson, famous author and international author- 
ity on world politics, who foretold the great war and what it 
would do to the commerce of England and America, has lived 
long in Russia, France, Germany, Italy and England, having 
had exceptional opportunities of studying the political and 
social trend of thought in those countries. He now lives in 


Los Angeles. 


In an interview for The Times he makes some extraordi- 


nary observations and some startling predictions. 


He believes, for instance, that Europe is in a cycle of wars 


which must last for three times seven years. 
That Russia is in a cycle governed by natural laws which 
will bring her again under the sway of monarchies and kings. 
Incidentally he discusses certain natural laws which are

The author defines his purpose back 


in this book in the following 
words: I wish to attempt some 
further explanation of the poetic 
Vision, of the poetic imagination 
and poetic creation, of the poetic 
madness and the prophetic nature 
and function of poetry.” 

A wealth of scholarly research 
has quite evidently been devoted to 
this self-imposed task. Many an- 
Client and modern poets have been 
Cited and placed upon the witness 
Stand; and not only representative 
poets, but many philosophers and 
psychologists called to testify. 

The conclusion of the Whole 
matter is that poetry is an em. ana- 
on from the subliminal! mind, or 
what Janet and Freud somewhat 
Vaguely term the unconscious.” 

The practical, everyday portion 
of the mind is too well known ww 
merit consideration at this time. 
The subconscious mind iu by no 
means given over to the produc- 
tion of poetry but is a general 
storehouse, filled with all the ex- 
periences—good, bad or indiffer- 
ent—of the individual and it may 
De of the race. F. W. H. Myers is 
quoted as saying that “Hidden in 
the depths of our being is a rub- 
bish-heap as well as a tr re- 
house,” and Prescott adds: ‘If it 
contains and holds as potentially 
avaliable all, or anything like all 
of our previous experience, its con- 
tents must obviously be good, bad 
and indifferent; and its products 
equally miscellaneous. 
Poetry then is superior to prose be- 
cause the latter is merely conscious 
discourse, while poetry is oreated 
in the quiet, mysterious depths. 
Just as in playing a game, or play 
ing Upon a musical instrument, one 
dan do by instinot or second na- 
ture what would impossible to 
consciously direct action, so the 

can contrive by instinct ef- 
fects beyond the power of the con- 
scious intellect, which, indeed, the 
intellect often cannot explain.” 

In a brief review, justice can- 
not be done to the complete man- 
ner in which the author's idea is 
developed and fittingly illustrated. 
The concluding chapter, on “The 
Uses of Poetry.“ is of especial val- 
ue. The validity of the idea itself 
is a matter of individual opinion.

IN BOOK FORM. 


Nature Book on California 
+ Written by Francis 
M. Fultz 


Would it surprise you to 
learn that the so-called Cali- 
fornia “Holly” is not holly 
at all, but a member of the 
rose family? This is but 
one of thousands of facts 
that will be found in a book 
just about to issue from the 
Times-Mirror Pres, en- 
titled “The Elfin Forest,” a 
new nature book of Califor- 
nia, by Francis M. Fults. 

This book, made up of a 
series of articies entitied 
“The Elfin Forests of Cali- 
fornia” that appeared serial- 
ly in The Times Illustrated 
Magazine, now puts in per- 
manent form a wealth of 
valuable information dealing 
with one of the most inter- 
esting phases of outdoor life 
in the great Southland. 

The author, Francis M. 
Fultz, is a well-known writer 
and lecturer. who has made 
a study of the various phases 
of California outdoor life. 
The bodk will contain 120 
illustrations in the form of 
photographs taken by the 
author, and is the first au- 
thoritative study to be made 
of this subject.

tioned. In love with living and 
without a trace morbid curios- 
ity, Browning had no desire for 
what he estimated as psychic peep- 
ing and prying, yet held to his im- 
mortal hope. Beginning with 
“Prospice” and “Fears and deru- 


ples,” (with explanatory letter to = has 


Kingsland;) and going through to 


the Epilogue to “Asolando,” pub- 


lished on the day of his death, a 
seeking student finds a continuous 
assertion of the same belief. 

Of all the curious convolutions 
in human nature, none is more 
reminiscent of the snake than the 
constant attempt on the part of 
sentimentalists to make over the 
poet, scholar or statesman they ad- 
mire, after their own pet pattern 
for humankind. But it would 
seem as if the man whose last pub- 
lic act was to draw clearly his own 
spiritual por t for posterity 
ought of all men to have remained 
immune from such attentions, 
since, as he told us, he was: 

One who never turned his back but 
marched breast forward, 
Never doubted clouds would break, 
Never dreamed, though right were 

worsted, wrong would tri- 


umph, 
Held we fall to rise, are baffled to 
fight better, 
Sleep to wake.” 

Coming last to the author's con- 
tention that Browning was most 
emphatically not a Christian, an 
intelligent reply is precluded by 
the plaintiff's failure to define what 
she understands by the term, “a 
Christian.” If it be held to mean 
that love of God and one's neigh- 
bor, which Jesus affirmed to be 
the divine secret of eternal life, 
then Robert Browning cannot be 
denied the title. If it is meant by 
this critic to signify a lesser thing, 
she is probably correct in her as- 
sertion that this poet, with a heart

In 
this respect, Browning has placed 
himself clearly on record in his 
poem entitled “House,” as well as 
im its twin, “Shop.” These were 
Written, be it remembered, in 1876, 
when the poet had reached the age 
of sixty-four, and assuredly under- 
Stood his own work. To further 
assert, as does this author, first, 
that Browning wae a believer in 
the. theory of reincarnation, and, 
second, that he had no faith in a 
lige after death and indeed felt no 
interest in the subject, “having 
arrived at that unconcern for the 
future that all profound students 
must arrive at oon or later,” is 
assuredly the height of inconsis- 
tency.”

ECONOMICS AND HISTORY 

The Oxford University Press, 
American Branch, ts publishing for 
the Carnegie Endowment for In- 
ternational Peace a new and im- 
portant series of books on the eco- 
nomic and social history of the 
World War. This is a war history 
on a new plan. It is rather the 
history of the world at war than of 
the war itself, recognizing both in 
aim and scope the peculiar charac- 
ter of modern war, its far-reaching 
effects upon the ordered life of all 
nations, neutral as well as combat- 
ant. It is an attempt to describe 
and in part to measure those ef- 
fects. It deals with subjects which 
military history seldom mentions, 
war-governments, economic con- 
trols, labor in war-time, the mobil- 
igation and reorganization of in- 
dustry, the shifting of wealth, as 
well as the more definitely related 
problems of Waste and destruction 
and the ultimate evaluation of war

For it is 
held that the United States feeds 
the hopes of those religious think- 
ers who wish to arouse a stronger 
and more active faith in the teach- 
ings of Jesus, “because these con- 
tain the revelation of a strange 
and mighty power which only now 
the world is beginning to use.” 
That the sacrificial atonement of 


Jesus has been constantly stressed 
while the continued annunciation 


of the divine secret revealed in his 
teachings has been comparatively 
neglected, to the obvious retarda- 
tion of the spiritual advancement 
of humanity, is the argument of 
this able and thought-compelling 
volume. 

The series of biographical 
sketches by means of which the 
author seeks to elucidate the rea- 
son for the present ignoble situa- 
tion of the [Christian] church in 
the affections of men,“ contains 
twelve names. Most of these in- 
dividuals are Angelican or Anglo-

BRANDES ON JACOBSEN 

In his essays dn Scandinavian 
personalities, Georg Brandes de- 
gine the chapter devoted to his 
great countryman, Jens Peter Ja- 
cobsen, with a reminiscence of 
their first meeting. 

“Young, tong, awkward, bowing 
so low that the long blond hair 
tumbled over his forehead, he 
came to me for the first time one 


day in 1869 with a book of poems. 


The evening before there had been 
the firet performance of a very 


poor play at the Royal Theater— 
it the only one—and the 


anonymous author was said to be a 


certain Jacobsen. It was not a far- 
fetched inference to identify the 
dramatic failure with the poems 
offered. They were, therefore, not 
read. The critic glanced at them 
and returned them with a polite 
note and the advice not to write 
slovenly verse. The impression 
which the author had made and 
the loose construction of the 
poems had called forth these 
words, which were completely for- 
gotten until the critic was re- 
minded of them three years later 
with a smile—the finest, most 
soulful mile. 

Afterward Brandes became Ja- 
cobsen’s stanchest friend and his 
sympathetic criticism was largely 
responsible for the instant recogni- 
tion that “Niele Lyhne” and 
“Marie Grubbe” received from his 
countrymen.

Article No. 3 
‘CARD VALUATION 

The next point in order of im- 
portance is card valuation; that is, 
the ability properly to analyze and 
value the trick-taking vatue of each 
card and hand that may be dealt. 

In order to understand properly 
the measuring of card valuation, 
deal out four hands of thirteen 


cards each. Then think of the fact 
that certain cards always take 
tricks either because of their in- 
trinsic value or because they are 
‘held along with other high cards 


ot the same suits. The cards that 
always should take tricks are the 
four aces; therefore an ace is val- 
ved as worth one trick. The best 
players have rated a King once 
guarded (such as K, 7 of hearts) 
as worth on the average one trick 
about half the time, possibly_a lit- 
tle oftener. Therefore, the Kings, 
if held with at least one of the suit, 
are valued as worth one-half trick. 
For very nearly the same reason, 
a Queen of a suit, with at least two 
small cards of its suit (such as 
Queen, 7, 6 of hearts) is worth a 
trick about once in four times. 
Therefore a Queen is valued as 
worth one-quarter trick. These 
values are all defensive or so-called 
quick trick values; that is, their 


ents are playing the hana. Their 
values in support of their own or 
partner's final bid is very nearly 
‘fouble their quick trick values. 
This point will be covered in a 
later article. - 

The foregoing gives an easy 
working rule for quick trick valu- 
ation of single honors. When such 
honors are held in combination 
with other honors of the same suit 
their values are considerably in- 
crensed. For example, an Ace. 
King of one suit is valued as worth 
two tricks; a King, Queen as worth 
one trick, and a Queen, Jack as 
worth one-half trick. This leads to

In order to clear up in the pub- 
lic mind certain misconceptions 
which exist as to the purpose of 
the proposed charter amendment 
to provide pensions for the fire and 
police departments, Chief Scott of 


the fire department today issued a 


statement explaining the objects 
sought by this measure, No. 8A, 
which will go before the people at 
the coming general election. 

“It should be understood,” ex- 
plained Chief Scott, “that we are 
simply seeking to have the pen- 
sion system of the fire and police 
departments established as a part 
of the city charter, instead of con- 
tinuing as a city ordinance sub- 
ject to the will of the Council. 
Some gears ago the State Legisla- 
ture passed an enabling act which 
gave the City Council the right 
to grant pensions to the fire and 
police departments, and under 
certain conditions, which relate to 
term of service and retirement for 
disability in line of duty, the men 
may be pensioned. here is no 
provision for dependents except 
that which is made by the men 
themselves out of their own slen- 
der fund.” 


Dr. Milbank Johnson has pub- 
lished and issued a pamphiet en- 
titled, “California Voters’ Manual, 
1922.“ in which he gives an in- 
terpretation of the State measures 
to be voted upon, November 7. In 
analyzing Proposition No. 24 on 
the ballot, regulating the practice 
of law, Dr. Johnson says: 

“At the last Legislature Senate 
Bill No. 21, approved by the Gov- 
ernor June 3, 1921, added a new 
section to the Penal Code relating 
to the practice of law by persons 
not licensed to practice; to the 
furnishing of legal advice, services 
and counsel, and advertising in 
connection therewith.

“The bill does not prohibit the 
giving of information or advice 
about the law. What it does pro- 


hibit is the unauthorized practice.

It should be 
adopted as a reasonable measure 
for the protection of the public 
against imposition.” 

The proposed amendment to the 
Constitution providing for a State 
budget was initiated by the Com- 
monwealth Club of 
whose chief object is the public 
welfare.

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Girdling for Fruit 

A local experimenter with general garden 
plants writes: Im reading your page in The 
‘Titpes vesterday I was interested to note 
whet you say about “girdling.” While I 
id not know it could be carried so far. 
still for a long time I have thought that a 
new system of pruning can be developed 
irom it. its effect is the same as that 
when a constriction is annlied to a tomato

cel family and. if possible, the same genus. 
Take some common flower like the geran- 
mum to start with Enough in‘eresting 
things can be developed in that one flower 
to occupy you for years. 

if the flowers of the plant chosen have 
both stamens and pistil developed, the 
stamens must be removed from the one 
that is to bear seed. o do this take flow- 
ers in which no pollen has been shed. The 
half-open ones will usually be in the right 
condition, tut in some flowers. like the 
sweet pea, the pollen is shed before the 
flower begins to open, and in such cases 
very young flowers must be chosen. Shed 


pollen gives the anther a fuzzy. dusty ap- 


pearance. Hold the flower carefully with 
one hand and, wit i the forces, carefully 
pick off the petals that are im the way. 
hen pick off the anthers. Then apply 
pollen from the other plant,. as described 
in a former article, and cover with a paper 
bez. loosely tied about the stem. It may 
he necessary to apply pollen each morning 
for two or three days, to make sure it 
has been effective. Then wait for the sced 
harvest, if any.

The Mango in Australia 

A report on the mango, from Queensland, 
says: “Among tropical fruits the Mango 
is one of the most handsome trees and the 
better class of fruit ranks among the most 
luscious.

Too many move these iris in the spring. but 
September and October are by far the best 
months for such work. All sorts of iris may 
safely be planted at this time. 
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Fooling the Weeviis 

The method used along the coast of Peru 
to prevent damage to beans by weevils is 
related by Thomas F. Sedgwick of Los An- 
geles. Mr. Sedgwick writes that after the 
mature beans are harvested and threshed, 
they are stored away by the Peruvians in 
clean, dry sand, of which there is always 
plenty along the Peruvian coast. 

The floor of the room or bin in which 
the beans are to be stored by the prodrcer 
is covered with a layer of sand a few incl 
es thick, and upon this a layer of beans 
is laid. This layer, in turn, is covered with 
sand, until there are alternate layers of 
beans and sand to the desired height. Mr. 
Sedgwick states that the weevils do not 
work through the sand to the beans, and the

‘KNOWLEDGE OF SOIL CONDITIONS 
VITAL IN CITRUS IRRIGATION | 


BY R. W. HODGSON 


ir conservation 
to Southern California is such that. 

the whole future development of 
Southern California, industrially as well as 
agriculturally, may be said to be dependent 
upon the fullest utilization of our water 
resources. 

There are many important phases of this 
problem and these include adequate fire 
protection for the valuable watershed areas, 
reforestation of areas denuded by disas- 
trous fires, such as have occurred from 
time to time since the first settlement of 
Southern’ California, the impounding of 
run-off waters for purposes of charging the 
underground areas from which pumping sup 
plies are derived, flood control and drainage. 
None, however, is of more importance to the 
citrus growers than a study of the most eco- 
nomic use of the available water supply 
which reaches his property. 

As a means of bringing before the citrus 
growers of Los Angeles county the impor- 
tance of this question and particularly the 


meetings was held recently by the 
cultural Extension Service of Les 12 
county. At these, the principal factors in- 
volved in successful citrus orchard irriga- 
tion were discussed, while demonstrations 
were given showing how to apply these 
methods in solving specific soil problems. 
Irrigation is merely the artificial appli- 
cation of water to replenish the natural 
supply. Irrigation makes it possible to 
grow crops which otherwise could not be 
raised. Like all substitutes, it falls con- 
siderably short of reaching the ideal. The 
goal which the citrus grower should have 
in mind in regulating his irrigation prac- 
tice is to maintain at all times as nearly 
uniform a supply of moisture in that part 
of the soil in which the feeding roots occur 
as is possible. He must not permit a 
marked excess of moisture, which is both 
wasteful and injurious, nor must he at any 
time permit a marked deficiency, which is 
decidedly detrimental to the health of the 


trees.

rich verdure of large leaves protected clean, 
healthily developing nuts. Probably there 
is not a fairer walnut grove in Southern 
California. Indeed, choice budded 
which brings 2% cents more 

than the common soft-shell, 
was hardly well established fifteen years 

. There are few walnut growers so for- 
tunate as to possess groves entirely made up 
of full-bearing Placentias. 

The San Joaquin Fruit Company, in first 
setting out the walnut trees, planted about 
half the acreage to double the number of 
trees eventually desired for permanence. 
Thus the company was able to double the re- 
turns from the young groves. But five 
years ago it began taking out the surplus 
trees. Eighty acres have been thinned each 
year, until now but one more block requires 
attention to leave the great grove in condl- 
tion for fullest development. The planters 
showed their wisdom in planning to allow 
the permanent trees sixty-foot spaces in 
which to spread out their branches to the 
sun. Earlier planters practiced a mistaken 
economy in setting trees too close together. 
Though the number per acre is greatly 
reduced, largest and best crops are harvest- 
ed from walnut trees having plenty of lat- 
eral stretching room. The trees of these

About every 400 yards across the walnut 
acreage We observed siagie strips of alfalfa 
some thirty feet wide, down the centers of 
the lands. These were grown, the manager 
explained, for the purpose of absorbing ex- 
cess and waste water from irrigation. Every 
few years they were plowed in, other simi- 
lar strips being planted elsewhere. Thus 
for the walnut trees, sensitive to standing 
water and to a high table, insurance was 
taken out in alfalfa. Incidentally the alfalfa 
provided food for cows and chickens.

. of money, how the heart of 
Columbus would swell if he could see 
the fortunes seemingly squandered under 
his eyes. You remember his trials and dis- 
appointments in persuading Queen Isabella 
of Spain to finance his adventure: The 
Queen kept him waiting for years, and be 
had left the cburt on his mule for France in 
despair when he was brought back with the 
word that she would furnish the money. 
And do you know how much she put up? 
All told, the cash was only $67,500—a little 
more than small change for the millionaire 
financier of today. She took this amount 
from her own treasury and borrowed $60,000 
additional, making her total investment 
$126,500. Added to this, Columbus put in 
what was about one-eighth of the whole, and 
$80,000 was subscribed by the citizens of 
Palos, the port from which the fleet started 
forth on that memorable voyage. The ships 
and their outfits cost $236,000. I take these 
figures from Fiske's “The Discovery of 
America,” and he believes them too large. 
They comprise the total expense of that 
trip of discovery. . 

Now let me give you some items as to 
the cost of my flagship, the Majestic. As 
the modern Columbus, I shall not tell what 
I individually pay. Suffice it to say it is 
enough, and the gold eagles squealed when 
I handed over the dollars. But the Majestic, 
which was constrtcted by the Germans at 
much lower wages than those of today, 
would cost if built now somewhere between 
$20,000,000 and $25,000,000, and in order to 
pay any kind of profit on the investment, 
she must earn for every round trip nearly 
twice the cost of the fleet which Columbus 
took across the Atlantic. This ship can 
hardly last more than twenty-five years, so 
that in addition to its ordinary profits it 
has to earn a depreciation of about $1,000,- 
000 a year. 


How America is Con- 
quering the Ocean 


ND just here let me say a word 

how America is conquering the . 
We are apt to think of the British, the 
French, and the Germans as the financiers 
of the sea. This was so before the World 
War. It is not so today. Uncle Sam 
big share in the traffic of the Atlantic, in- 
cluding many of the steamers that fly for- 
eign flags. Take the International Mercan- 
tie Marine, to whom the Majestic belongs. 
The American company has ships on almost 
every ocean, and it operates some of the 
biggest liners that go to Europe. Many or 
them fly foreign flags, but the stock of the 
parent corporation is owned by Americans. 
According to information given me by its 
officials, only 4 per cent is held outside the 
United States, which means thut out of 
every dollar invested in the Majestic, the 
Homeric, and the Olympic, not to mention 
any others, 96 cents is American money. 
The British officers, sailors, and others whe 
operate the vessels are really our servants, 
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in their

“The man who gets hungry for every 
meal he eats will never suffer from 


the time it manifests. Appetite is an un- 
natural, acquired sensation and will cause a 
man to eat when he is not hungry, eat foods 
his body does not require, and make a glut- 
ton of himself. The act of gratifying the 
different appetites men have acquired is the 
cause of about 50 per cent of the diseases 
from which they suffer. 

“Hunger, being a natural instinct, will 
guide us in the matter of selecting the food 
and drink best suited for the 
bodies. 

“It is evident that we should be able to 
distingu k the sense of hunger from the 
longings of appetite, so we may heed the 


demand of hunger and suppress the cravings 


of appetite. Think of the difference of the 
sensation that is caused by natural thirst for 
water and the abnormal cravings for the 
many beverages concocted by man to tickle 
the appetite. 

“People who think they get thirsty for 
beer, whisky or any alcoholic or narcotic 
beverage are mistaken, they are not thirsty 
at all, but are being annoyed by their appe- 
tites. It they were really thirsty they would 


 @erave water and nothing else would satisfy 


that thirst as well as water. 

“Every person has created any appetite 
he may have, and if he allows himself to be 
destroyed by the indulgence of an appetite, 
he is being destroyed by that which he has 
created. 

“Man acquires an appetite for liquor, to- 
bacco, opium, cocaine and other habit form- 
ing drugs but he does not get hungry for 
these things. 

“The lower animal has a natural hunger 
for food that will agree with it, and by fol- 
lowing this instinct it will select food that 
that will sustain it in health, unless it is

A certain amount of 
moisture is needed in this chemical] reaction, 
but the human body is not a thing that you 
can flush out and cleanse as you would a 
sewer. Drink only when thirsty, best not at 
mealtime. Cut out foods that are causing

As Dr. Daniel Sager says, in his 
book, the “Art of Living in Good Health,” 
the two words Moderation and Insalivation 
form the foundation of the whole structure 
of diet reform. You should also, of course, 
see that you eat natural food—food that has 
not been robbed of much of its nourishment, 
as in the bolting of flour, or the boiling of 
vegetables and discarding of the water. 
Don’t go M @xtremes. Don't permit your- 
self to become a slave to your convictions, 
but be the master of them. Kick over the 
traces and sin a little, once in a while.

The strongest argument which extreme and 
ultra hygienists are able to urge against 
this method of effecting a change from bad 
dietetic habits to good ones is the fact that 
many persons who make the attempt in this 
manner forge the importance of constant, 
prolonged and persevering efforts and allow 
themselves to rest contented after taking 
a the initiatory steps toward a reforma. 

.) Use common sense. It is very fre- 
quently the case that people who attempt a 
reform in diet only exchange one bad habit 
for another; and sometimes, indeed, the 
second habit is far more injurious than the 
first. Exchanging light, sweet, fine-flour 
bread for heavy, perhaps sour, graham 
bread, is not reformation. Substituting 
large quantities of sugar, sirup, or molasses 
for meat is a retrograde step rather than 
advancement. Banishing butter from the 
table, and then saturating the potatoes 
gems, pie crust and griddle cakes with 
vegetable fats is no improvement. How 
many would-be health reformers have made 
themselves dyspeptics by attempting to re- 
form in 80 unphilosophical, not to say ab- 
surd and ridiculous, a way. 


“(4.) Do not attempt to live on an im- 
poverished diet. In other words, do not ex- 
clude from your dietary meat, butter, eggs, 
milk, sugar and salt, and then attempt to 


fare. As each of the articles mentioned is 
abandoned, supply its place with some new, 


poverished diet is not one which excludes 
meat, butter, sugar, salt, spices and other 
unhygienic articles; it is one which is lack- 
ing in the elements of nutrition, or which 
is not adapted to the particular conditions 
of the system.
